It is quite interest lug to bear in mind this 
posit im ot Julian regarding Wavery, and 
then turn aside aud read ilie history of the 
party which he has seeu ii: to j un, and of 
the works of the one to a hu h he formerly 
belonged, tu t \\ hu h he no ar libels and ap 
tem p la to ass «f sin ale. 
Howe says the res­ 
olution propping the Id h amendment to 
the Constitution which ab.iiished slavery, 
was moved in iLc tScta’e in January 1SG4, 
and wus a^r.ed to in April following. 
T hirty-iigbl Senators voted in favor of the 
resolution, ail but two of them being Re­ 
publicans. Six voted against it, all Demo­ 
crats. 
'The House agreed to the resolution

1805, and 
119 
members 
yoted in its favor, only 16 of which came 
from the Democratic party which Julian 
embraces, and 50 were recorded against, 
and not one of them cline from the party 
which he has deserted ' Juhau was among 
the first to cradle the Republican party be­

Again, when Mr. Ferris iu the House of

15th amendments to the Constitution.

wa9 adopted, 124 voting for it, only ti of 
whom 
were 
Democrats, and 58 voted 
against, not one of w hom was a R epubli­ 
can. 
Julian was educated to believe that 
slavery was the “sum of all villainies, 'an d 
yet he embraces the party, which, during 
the mighty struggle for freedom, opposed 
every measure of emancipation aud every 
effort to crush the rebellion. This is J u ­ 
lian'# consistency. 
Julian bays he left the Republican party 
because It became too corrupt, but the 
more evident reason is that stated by Sen­ 
ator Howe—he carried the Hag and kept 
step to the music of the party, while that 
party kept him in the House of Represen­ 
tatives, and he only found his way to the 
Greeley Convention at Cincinnati in 41872, 
when he lost his way to Congress. 
W hen 
the Republicans quit sending Julian to 
W ashington, he found them corrupt a n i in­ 
stantly became a Reformer ! 
But what 
about the corruption in the party of which 
Julian complains ? 
The serious charge ol 
abuses in the custom-house in New York, 
was investigated by both R epublicans and 
Democrats on the same committee, and 
nothing was found which looked like cor­ 
ruption.

A bdl passed Con­ 
gress allowing C torpenning that amount, 
but Cresawcil, while he had the power to 
pay it over to him, ret used to do so, never 
did, and 
finally the law was repealed. 
Julian states that when Logan wanted a 
Collector at Chicago turned adrilt because 
he would not join Cry Hie Grant In his 
Whisky frau Is, the President was hts hum ­ 
ble servant. Chicago has b a l i i i collec­ 
tor# ainee I SJO, but not one of them had 
been recommended by General 
Logan 
alone. Ana thus it goes to the cud of 
J allan s chapter of complaints. 
In his

The loss to surrounding buildings by the 
shock ot the explosion is material.

round house of the Chicago, M ilwaukee 
and St. Paul Hoad wa9 blown down by the 
force of the concussion. There was an in­ 
surance of $1,500 on the building. 
The total loss is now estimated at $1,000.- 
OOO which may be increased later.

But one bxfy bore any semblance to 
the human lorm, aud even this was horri­ 
bly distorted, (With head, arm s and legs 
burned to a crisp or removed, and the trim* 
partially eaten away by the ^action of the 
terrific heat. 
Estimates of the num ber of the d ead 
based upon thefl bodies recovered, those 
known to be in the mill, and inquiries for 
the missing, place it s t sixteen. 
it is the theory of J. A. Christian, the 
head of the fit rn operating the big mill that 
the fire originated in the btones, from Hour 
dust; that a gas was created that filled the 
elevators and every part of the mil), and 
the explosion followed. The theory is also 
advanced that the fire originated from a 
lantern being lowered in the w hta: bin, 
where wheat gas had been generated. 
An 
incipient fire generated by tho flour dust 
ga* occurred in the big mill some months 
ago, and was extinguished without serious 
injury.

Boe Keeping for Farmers. 
Next to fruits and vegetables ob the farm 
boney is one of the rarest lo x u n tf, bot 
since nature bas provided flowers so b oun­ 
tifully for the busy bees to gather their 
rich stores of honey, and since a few stands 
of bees require so, little care and trouble, 
we wonder why it is that every farm docs 
not have bees. 
A stand of common bees 
cos’d but little, and by getting an improved 
bee hive, they are easily handled. 
Then 
get an Italian queen'by m ail; a dollar 
queen will Italianize the colony, giving half 
bloods, being fertilized by the drones in 
the hive ; a tested or fertilized queen will 
In less than two months rear a full colony 
of pure Italians. 
The Italian bees are a 
lighter color, more beautiful, more prolific, 
more bardy, more industrious, and more 
peaceable than black bees. 
There are not 
a few minor points in which they are also 
superior 
With the improved movable 
frame hives the moth is readily kept oat, 
and we incline to think that the destruc­ 
tion of bees by these pests was the greatest 
d raw b ack to bee keeping in former times, 
when the old box hive gave them their 
own way. 
Transferring should be done 
early, and the bees will go right to work 
and gather honey.

W e th in k th e q u estio n of d eep o r sh al­ 
low plow ing is p re tty d efinitely settled, so 
far as o u r o rd in ary p ra irie soils are co n ­ 
cern ed , in la v o ro f shallow p low ing. T h a t 
is: six inches m ay be U k tn aa th e m ax i­ 
m um depth at w hich to plow f ir th e best 
results in raising corn. 
T h e best tim e, 
h o w ev er, for p low in g is one w herein m any 
farm er? n u k e a m istake. 
V ery often th e 
land is plow ed too w et. 
W hen th is is th e 
case, no am ount of surface labor w ill bring 
th e soil to good condition, 
lo nine cases 
o u t of ten w hen th e land is fall plow ed, 
an d th e surface th o ro u g h ly stirred in th e 
sp rin g , w hen d ry , a n i planted w ith o u t re - 
plow ing, a b etter cro p of corn w ill be real­ 
ized th au if th e cro p be planted on Iresh 
plow tupland, it th e p low ing be dooe w hile 
th e land is wet.

The Story of Two Steers. 
On the 23d of last March I sold two 
steers which weighed 2,293 pounds gross. 
One lacked a week of being two years old, 
and the other two weeks. Their dams 
were ordinary cows with a sprinkling of 
Short-hocn blood. The sire of one was a 
thorough-bred Short horn, of the other a 
half-blood ditto. The one from 
the 
thorough-bred sire was judged by the buy­ 
er to be fifty pounds heavier. These steers 
were raised, as we call it, by hand. That 
is, they were not allowed access to the 
dams, bat for the first three weeks were 
ted warm new milk, then skim milk was 
gradually added, until at about five weeks 
old they were fed skim-milk altogether. 
When three n*ofiths old they were weaned 
and fed nothing except grass until about 
the Biddie of October, when they were fed 
a little corn in addition, and as cold weath­ 
er advanced the quauty of corn was in- 
1 creased, and about the 20th of November 
' they were stabled aud given hay a9 well 
, as corn. From this time until the first of 
j May they were fed fifteen nubbins, or half 
ears ol corn each, twice every day. and 
also had what clover-bay they could cat. 
| From the first of May until the 15th of 
j October they ran on pasture without other 
food; then on sulks from which the corn 
had been gathered until the 1st of Decem­ 
ber, whvo they were subled and led as 
before, except that each was fed thirty half 
ears of corn twice a day until the 23J cf 
March, when they were sold. The manure 
and the advantage to pigs and poultry run­ 
ning alter them fully paid for the hay coe- ] 
suuied, and thus for the grazing in summer j 
and eighty-five bushels of corr, we have 
2.295 pounds of gross weight. Corn baa 
only brought here, for the last two years, 
35 cents per bushel, after being hauled sev­ 
eral miles to market; eightv-iive bushels { 
at 35 cents amounta to $28.75; the cattle 
were sold for $85 31, leaving $35,50 for 
care and pasture. There ta nothing re- 1 
inarkablc lo this account, except in con­ 
trasting the weight and profit of these 
•teen with those of ordinary farmers. They

There was some lively work done by the 
Fire Department, last evening, the oc­ 
casion being the acceptance of an inyita- 
lioo of Chief Engineer Young by the 
Mayor and Common Council to inspect the 
workings of the several companies, and the 
buildings and apparatus. 
The West Side Engine House was first 
subjected to the official optics. Every room 
was carefully scanned, and all found to be 
in neat condition. 
The Aldermen had 
their attention called to several needed im 
pavem ents, among ib«m being the chang 
log of the present meeting room, into a 
bunking rponi 
Several of tho members 
now rent rooms near the house, in order to 
be on hand promptly, and it they could be 
provided with bunks in the house itself, so 
much the better. The suggestion was 
made that the monthly meetings be held 
in the Council Chamber or some other con­ 
venient place, and that the present room 
be fitted up for the sleepers. The sugges­ 
tion seemed to meet with the approval of 
the vialling officials. 
The altentioi of the visitors was also 
called to several devises which had been 
arranged to facilitate the workings of the 
lorce. lath e stable room, was shown a sim­ 
ple device by which the horses become un­ 
hitched the moment the doors of the sta­ 
ble are thrown open. Behind the horses 
was alsoshown a shaft so arranged 
by 
weight and pulley, that when the doors 
opened it woull be set revolving at a rap­ 
id rate of speed, carrying with it four 
whips which str.king the steeds would 
surely inspire them with due ambition to 
hurry out, if there was any hesitancy shown 
oa their part. 
The horses, however, are 
now so well drilled that they generally 
need no such incentive. 
Attention was 
also called to the peculiar way of having 
the horses ready for action. 
Tue tugs re­ 
main attached lo the whiffletrees, needing 
only to b-* snapped into the collar. 
The 
reins hang ab vc the pole in clasps, so 
t'u&t (hey need only to be pullei down and 
snapped at tho L its. 
To is enables the 
horses lo rest in their stalls without being 
weighed down by any harness.

b .en ah jwu these and other ingenious de­ 
vices, the boys called special attention to 
(be tact that they didn t call in any light 
iring to help them, having evidently 
their m ini’s eye, th.* electrical workings o; 
their rivals across the river. 
The teals of 
time were theo made, the first being to see 
how many seconds were consumed from 
the time the stable doors began to open 
until the horses and nun were ready to 
drive out of the house. 
Mr. It. W. Ellison acted as tune-keeper, 
and Alderman ilem m lugis jufge. Seven 
aren tojk part in the hilch-up. The trials 
were as follows: 


for the stable, more stable room, and some ■ 
other changes. The officials inspected the 
meeting room which presented an elegant 
appearance, and was made doubly attrac­ 
tive by the presence of floral decorations.

and 
cosy, containing two bunks, and the 
ever-present lightning had built a nest 
near the bead of one of the bunks, so that 
the sleeper might readily be awakened, or

In hitching up from the 
stable, ready to drive oat, three trials wt re 
had, and then at the fourth trial the time 
was taken from the moment of opening the 
stable doors till the engine cleared the 
tront door.

Iii!, Seconde 
When the sigual was given in the first 
trial the Hook A Ladder Company started 
out of the house with tho truck, clearing 
the sill m four seconds. 
As the horses 
started out one o! them was evidently not 
U'ed lo seeing the truck gone, and didn’t 
koow what to make of it. He according­ 
ly stopped and waited for a bill of particu­ 
lars. 
It was written out for him on his 
fiinks with a whip, but sj much time was 
lost that no record was made. In the sec­ 
ond trial there was such a balk in har­ 
nessing as to delay rn much that the trial 
was deemed unworthy of record. 
Tho officials then repaired to Water 
Witch Engine House No. 2, which was in­ 
spected Ina like maimer. Here the light­ 
ning has been called in to help out. 
An 
alarm gong is placed in the house of each 
member, with wires running to tho Engine 
House, so that an alarm can bo turned in 
instantly, an I the members cz.n each be 
promptly notified to turn out. The boys 
have fitted up this fire alarm by their own 
work aud their own purses, and deserve 
high compliments lor their enterprise, as it 
Is of no personal ndvautige to them, ex­ 
cept as a gratification to be better able to 
perform promptly the duties devolving 
upon them. Special attention was called 
to the working of the lightning, by which 
not only the alarm could be . given, the 
members called in, but Hie gong sounded, 
and the doors thrown open. It costs the 
company about $43 a year to keep the 
Wires and batteries in order, and this they 
pay out of their own pockets. 
Attention 
was called to ibis fact,and it wa3 suggested 
that the city should now extend the wires 
so that the members of the other company 
could be summoned in a like manner, which 
would 
also 
save 
considerable 
time 
in turning in an alarm, as all that Would be 
necessary would b.» to go to the House of 
any member of either company, and alarm 
the whole lorce. It was also suggested 
that the city purchase the wires already 
laid, and thus control the whole matter • 
It would then be able to pass ordinances 
for protecting the alarm from the tamper­ 
ing which is occasionally indulged in by 
ojUldc parties, who could then be pulled 
up fined for their carelessness or malicious­ 
ness 
These suggestions seemed to meet 
with much favor. 
Attention was callei to new devices in 
hitching up, they being presented lately to 
the company by William Kemp, of New 
York, who wa? the first foreman and or- 
gtni/er of the company. Ile thought by 
the use of these the company could hitch 
up in ten seconds. The boys have only 
used them rn three drills, and yet it will be 
seen by the record that they have knocked 
ten seconds to pieces pretty badly, and will 
do still better than last night’s record after ’ 
further practice.

as Mr. J. B. Doe, Jr., was proceeding along 


West Milwaukee street, near Academy, he 
heard glass smash and a cry and ut the 


same time noticed smoke savoring strong­ 
ly of burning oil. As he hurried along Le 


found the occasion ot the alarm to lie in a 
* 
two-story frame dwelling house, on the 


north side of Milwaukee street just east ut 
Marion street. As he reached the spot, a 
j man was climbing out of a window of the 
first floor haying kicked out the glass (and 
telling his wife to bring out the baby. She 
soon appeared with the child, and the m*n 
himself stated that the house was on fire. 
Doe started to alarm the department, stop 
ping on the way to call Mr. Charles Bur­ 
bank, an employe of the Davis House. By 
the time the 
Fire Department reached 
the place, Burbank 
had entered the 
house and with the assistance of ouo or 
two others had put out the flames with a 
few pailslul of waler. 
Burbank states that on entering me house 
he fouud it filled with a dense smoke evi­ 
dently arising from burning kerosene, the 
odor of which cannot be mistaken by any 
well-regulated nasal organ. Ile also found 
clumps of cotton on the fljor burning 
These he stamped out atter throwing on 
water, and kicked them out of the door 
This evidently was the work of some In­ 
cendiary, and on a more careful examina 
Hon of the premises it was discovered that 
in three or four places the wall had been 
broken in enough to permit the entrance 
of bunches of rags saturated with kerosene 
Two oil cans were also found, one being 
empty, and tho other, a new one, bciDg 
almost full. 
The blaze was luckily]exlinguished with 
out doing but a nominal damage, but it be 
mg so clearly the work of some fire bug, 
steps were taken this morning to bring the 
guilty 
one 
to 
justice. The 
occu­ 
pant 
of 
the 
house 
who 
was seen to break the window and crawl 
out was found to be Mr. W. A. Brown, who 
rented the premises of Father Doyle. It 
was also discovered that Brown had an in­ 
surance policy of $300 upon his household 
goods, taken out in Dimock A Jlayner's 
agency, and it is claimed that the property 
is not worth one half of the amount of the 
policy. 
These and other facts as they ap­ 
peared on tho surface led the authorities 
this morning to arrest Brown on a charge 
of incendiarism. 
Brown has lived iu this city some time, 
having corno here to attend the WesUrn 
School of Telegraphy, before that institu­ 
tion was removed to 
Englewood, 
lie 
moved with the School to Englewood, and 
at its return moved back again. 
He has 
been keepiing more or less boarders, most 
ly students, and two were with Hie family 
at 
the 
time 
of 
the 
fire, 
Rad were sleeping in the front chamber. 
They were aroused from their slumber, 
discovered that the house was lull of 
smoke, and hastily made their exit. Be­ 
yond this they are supposed to know 
nothing about tho transaction. 
Messrs. Valentine Bros., say that since 
Brown’s connection with the school ho has 
always been apparently steady and trust­ 
worthy, a n i a hard worker. Such time as 
he was able to deyote to the echo?! he dil­ 
igently used in learning to become an op­ 
erator, and kept boarders to help pay the 
necessary expenses, 
n e came hero from 
Nebraska, aud they have never heard any- 
thing against him, but have heard much 
aud seen much in his fever, and seem slow* 
lo believe anything against him. 
Brown is rather a young man, and has a 
Wife and babe dependent on him for sup­ 
port. The affair throughout has a bad 
took. In case of conviction the sentence 
cannot be fess than seven years iu the pen­ 
itentiary nor more than fourteen years. 
The examination of Brown was com­ 
menced before Justice Phelps this alter- I 
noon. 
Father Doyle testified to the fact of rent- j 
ing Brown a house about six months a g o ,’ 
adjoining the one in which tho fire oc ! 
curred, and into which Brown removed but 
a short time ago. Ha had never heard any 
threats from anyone, and had no reason lo 
believe that anyone had any desire to burn j 
up his house on the ground of any malice 
toward him. 
Chief Engineer Young testified aa to the 
fire, and gave a diagram of the house, and 
other facts related above. 
The examination was still in progress at 
the tuna of going to press.
